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Rundown 
car park 
is facing 
bulldozer 

THE demolition of a mul¬ 
ti-storey car park in Walsall 
is poised to get the go-ahead 
despite dozens of objections. 

A replacement parking 
area which is half the size is 
being planned for Caldmore 
after owners said the old 
building had suffered from 
vandalism. 

The run-down, 96-space 
garage block off Little Lon¬ 
don has since been closed by 
Walsall Housing Group due 
to security concerns, after 
falling into disrepair. The 
aim is to create a 40-space 
surface level car park which 
is floodlit under the plans 
due to be considered by Wal¬ 
sall Council today. 

But a 48-name petition 
has been collected in op¬ 
position to concerns over 
the long-term reduction in 
bays, with the number of 
flats that need to be served, 
once the multi-storey is de¬ 
molished and replaced. 

Existing parking issues 
along the main West Bro¬ 
mwich Street and double 
yellow lines in the area have 
also been raised. 

Members of the planning 
committee are being recom¬ 
mended to grant approval. 
A report from head of plan¬ 
ning David Elsworthy says: 
“The applicant has stated 
that residents would only 
use the ground floor level 
due to fear of theft and an¬ 
ti-social behaviour.” 

New channel, 
same licence 

VIEWERS of a new televi¬ 
sion channel based in Wal¬ 
sall are being reminded they 
need a TV licence to watch 
the programmes. 

Big Centre TV launched 
on Saturday and is available 
on Freeview Channel 8. 

Mark Whitehouse, spokes¬ 
man for TV Licensing, said: 
“As with all television view¬ 
ing in the UK, if you are 
watching programmes as 
they are being broadcast 
then the law requires you 
to be covered by a valid TV 
Licence.”

LIBRARIES will no longer close, 
street cleaning budgets will not be cut 
- but children’s centres will still shut, 
Walsall Museum is set to close and 
around 200 jobs will be axed. 

Walsall Council’s controversial 
budget has finally been approved, with 
plenty of winners and losers. Follow¬ 
ing a dramatic four-hour-long meet¬ 
ing, the Labour-led authority agreed 
on a definite financial plan for the next 
12 months. 

There were last-minute changes 
to the budget during the full coun¬ 
cil meeting, including a dramatic 
U-turn on the closure of five libraries 


- Pheasey, Streetly, Beechdale, South 
Walsall and Walsall Wood. 

They were due to shut on July 1 this 
year but have been given a 12-month 
reprieve, much to the delight of dozens 
of campaigners. 

Dawn Byrne, aged 37, who fought to 
save Streetly Library, said: “We’re ec¬ 
static the library is no longer going to 
close. I was at the meeting but had no 
indication they were going to be saved. 
When they announced the change, 
there were gasps in the gallery. 

“For me it was a complete surprise. 
I went to sleep with a smile on my face 
and woke up with a smile.” 


Other amendments approved at the 
meeting include free garden waste col¬ 
lections continuing for eight months a 
year. It was proposed to reduce collec¬ 
tions by two months to six months in 
the year. Council tax will rise by 1.99 
per cent, with support for 20,000 of 
the borough’s most needy residents 
reduced by 25 per cent. 

A total of 12 children’s centres will 
close as £4.4 million is wiped from the 
children’s services budget and up to 
200 council jobs will go, as well as an 
unspecified number of senior mana¬ 
gerial positions. Walsall Museum will 
still close in a bid to save £70,000.

She said: “Over the years I 
have spoken to my local MP 
Sir Richard Shepherd and 
the council officers about 
this island because it’s still 
not right. “If you observe 
the buses you will see that 
they still roll over the side 
of the island and the park¬ 
ing outside the school hasn’t 
improved much either. 

“I rang the council and 
I was told there was no

money available for the 
work, but some bollards 
will be put in to improve it.

Walsall Council’s chil¬ 
dren’s services chief Coun¬ 
cillor Barbara Cassidy said: 
“In our drive to improve 
outcomes for all our chil¬ 
dren we feel the need to 
better get to grips with the 
issue.” 

“The move is part of 
the part of a national pro¬ 
gramme to ensure more pu¬ 
pils are attending schools.” 

Sgt Gary Iliff, of Walsall 
Police, said: ’’These dedi¬ 
cated multi agency patrols 
will supplement the existing 
engagement in schools by 
local neighbourhood teams.

Teenager 
preyed on 
girls using 
Facebook 

A TEENAGER is facing a 
lengthy jail term after trick¬ 
ing young girls into posing 
naked over the internet in 
exchange for fake modelling 
contracts and gifts. 

Adam Cooke preyed on 
six victims by using fake 
Facebook accounts he had 
set up in the names of girls 
including 14-year-old singer 
songwriter Lauren Thalia, 
who made the semi finals 
of Britain’s Got Talent 
in 2012, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The 18-year-old, of Wil- 
lenhall, told the girls, aged 
between 11 and 14, he could 
get them modelling con¬ 
tracts and a meet and greet 
with One Direction in re¬ 
turn for posing naked over 
their webcams. 

Mr Glyn Samuel, pros¬ 
ecuting, said it had been 
a ‘short-lived but planned 
campaign’ by Cooke to gain 
sexual gratification. 

In August 2013, officers 
from the child online safe¬ 
guarding team sought the 
assistance of police to serve 
a search warrant on Cooke’s 
address following a tip-off. 

They seized a computer 
and Cooke was later ar¬ 
rested. Cooke was found to 
have downloaded almost 70 
indecent images of children, 
including 22 in the most se¬ 
rious category. 

Cooke, of Trentham Av¬ 
enue, Willenhall, admitted 
eight counts of causing or 
inciting a child under 16 to 
engage in sexual activity, 
three counts of possessing 
indecent images of children 
and three counts of taking 
indecent images of children. 

Judge Martin Walsh ad¬ 
journed for psychiatric re¬ 
ports and Cooke is due to be 
sentenced on April 29. 

Car found on

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Former 
alcoholic 
in affray 
sentenced 

A FORMER alcoholic 
turned himself in to police 
four years after a town cen¬ 
tre fight because he wanted 
to get his life on the ‘straight 
and narrow,’ a court heard.

The defendant was given 
a 12 month suspended sen¬ 
tence and ordered to com¬ 
plete 200 hours of unpaid 
work for the bail breach, by 
Judge Martin Walsh.

Unseen documents once owned by Sher¬ 
lock Holmes creator Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle about the infamous Staffordshire 
horse slashings that he investigated are 
being put up for sale for £40,000. 

The trove is revealed as a new TV drama 
about the case - Arthur and George - star¬ 
ring actor Martin Clunes aired on Monday. 

London auctioneers Bonhams say the 
letters give an insight to the fractious re¬ 
lationship between Sir Arthur and the then 
Staffordshire Police chief Capt George 
Anson. Solicitor George Edalji, the son of 
the Great Wyrley vicar, was convicted of 


the maimings in 1903 and jailed for seven 
years’ hard labour. 

But he was given a pardon after a cam¬ 
paign by the esteemed author. 

Bonhams head of manuscripts Sarah 
Lindberg said: “To have such a large collec¬ 
tion of handwritten, autographed letters in 
one collection is very rare. 

Connections 

“It is likely the archive was compiled by 
Anson and passed on. It is now being sold 
by a private collector who inherited it from 
a friend who had connections to the Staf¬ 


fordshire area. “We are expecting a lot of 
interest from collectors of Arthur Conan 
Doyle memorabilia and fans of Sherlock 
Holmes - both have a huge international 
appeal.” 

The auction will be held at Bonhams’ 
Knightsbridge on March 18.

A report from Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust’s 
head of finance and perfor¬ 
mance, Ian Baines to the 
board said they had con¬ 
tinued to face ‘significant 
periods of sustained high ad¬ 
missions’ at A&E through¬ 
out January. 

There was an average of 
61 admissions a day in Jan¬ 
uary, one of the hospital’s 
busiest ever periods. He 
said: “There were six days 
during the month when 
over 90 ambulances arrived 
at the department with one 
of these days recorded over 
100 .

The 2006 Commonwealth gold 
medal was stolen from Sotherton’s 
Sutton Coldfield home in the early 
hours of February 18. A laptop and 
iPad were also stolen. 

The athlete, aged 38, only noticed 
she had been burgled when she real¬ 
ised her cherished prize was missing, 
but she doesn’t think it was a targeted 


effort. “It was an opportunist. They 
came for the cars,” she said. 

“I live in Sutton Coldfield which 
is apparently a hotbed for car thefts. 
They came for the cars but didn’t get 
them because we look after our car 
keys at night. 

“If it had been a targeted thing, 
they’d have been looking for other 
medals, I’m sure. It was an opportun¬ 
ist after the car. 

“They shut the patio door as they 
went out as well, so it’s thanks to 


them that the cats didn’t get out. So 
they had a conscience, somewhere. 

“Me and my partner are both ath¬ 
letes, both mentally and physically 
strong, but it still shakes you.” So¬ 
therton appeared on Crimewatch on 
Monday night to appeal for help. “Just 
give it to someone to hand it in,” she 
said. “I don’t need to know who you 
are. You’ve got my laptop, my iPad, 
my reading glasses. That medal I’ll 
never get back. Just drop it in the 
street where someone will find it.”

Force in Taser threats on youngsters 


CHILDREN were threatened with 
Tasers by West Midlands Police of¬ 
ficers on 46 occasions last year, new 
figures show. 

The youngest was a 14-year-old 
boy who was armed with a hammer. 

Of those 46, Tasers were fired 
eight times in total at 10 to 17-year- 
olds. The West Midlands number 
was down from 52 in 2013. 

In the vast majority of cases 


around 75 per cent of Tasers are 
drawn from their holster as a deter¬ 
rent and not actually fired. 

That was the case on three oc¬ 
casions in the West Midlands last 
year when officers came up against 
13-year-olds reportedly acting vi¬ 
olently. They included a 999 call¬ 
out in Wolverhampton where a boy 
was threatening to stab people with 
a knife, whilst officers produced 


tasers against another 13-year-old 
in Sandwell last October after he 
had thrown a knife at his grand¬ 
mother and attacked her with a 
metal crutch. 

Police said that while the figures 
could appear ‘shocking,’ it was im¬ 
portant to understand them in con¬ 
text. Chief Superintendent Stuart 
Johnson, head of operations, said: 
“Tasers are not drawn lightly by of¬ 


ficers - they are used where there is 
a risk of violence and provide an ad¬ 
ditional option to resolve situations 
that can arise from all sections of 
the public, including under-18s.” 

For both adults and children, 
the use of Tasers by the force was 
higher than anywhere in the coun¬ 
try for the first six months of 2014. 

The guns were fired by regional 
officers on 120 occasions. 


we don't want march 
violence repeat - MP 


A GROUP that has been compared to the 
English Defence League is planning a march 
through Bloxwich, sparking fears of a repeat 
of violent scenes in Walsall three years ago. 

Members of the Walsall Patriots want to hold a 
memorial walk in the town to mark the second an¬ 
niversary of the murder of soldier Lee Rigby by Is¬ 
lamic extremists. 


The group, which denies 
being linked to EDL, says 
on social network Facebook 
that EDL supporters are 
welcome to join the event 
on May 23. 

Fears have been raised 
by local councillors and 
MP David Winnick that 
the walk could lead to some 
form of violence. 

Councillor Shaun Fitz¬ 
patrick, of Bloxwich East, 
said: “Despite the pleas by 
Lee Rigby’s family and by 
the Ministry of Defence for 
extremists not to exploit his 
death for political purposes, 
this group seems intent on 
doing just that and by doing 
so they dishonour his mem¬ 
ory. 

“When the EDL came to 
Walsall we saw police of¬ 
ficers being injured, busi¬ 
ness premises attacked and 
30 EDL supporters being 
sentenced to over 60 years 
for their violent offences. 
We don’t want to see a re¬ 
peat of that in Bloxwich.” 

Walsall North MP David 
Winnick also condemned 
the move and called on resi¬ 
dents to boycott it. 

Mr Winnick said: “The

memory of Lee Rigby and 
his terrible murder will 
always be remembered by 
the British people. It should 
therefore not be dishon¬ 
oured by a few extremists 
who use the name of this 
fine soldier for their sordid 
political ends.” 

West Midlands Police con¬ 
firmed that it has been made 
aware of a ‘possible event 
being planned for May 23’. 
It added that officers had 
held talks with the organis¬ 
ers and given advice about 
making a formal application 
to the council for such an 
event. 

An EDL protest in Walsall 
town centre in September 
2012 resulted in ugly scenes 
as the violence which forced 
businesses to close and bus 
and taxis services to be sus¬ 
pended. 

More than 500 EDL sup¬ 
porters descended on Leices¬ 
ter Street with hundreds of 
people also joining a counter 
protest by the Unite Against 
Fascism group on the same 
day.

Rising oil costs see pound a litre prices go

RISING oil costs have pushed up prices at 
two Walsall petrol stations that started a 
price war by slashing unleaded fuel to un¬ 
der £1 a litre. 

Bosses at the filling stations that are sup¬ 
plied by wholesaler Harvest Energy say the 
rise in the cost of oil is the sole reason for 
their decision. 

When Ablewell service station in the 
town centre slashed the cost of a litre of un¬ 
leaded down to just 96.4p last month trade 
went up by 40 per cent as a result. 

The garage, in Ablewell Street, became 
one of the first in the West Midlands to sell 


a litre of unleaded below £1 for the first 
time in eight years, attracting queues of 
motorists. 

The move was soon followed by owners of 
the Cornwall Garage, in Wednesbury Road, 
Palfrey who have now also increased prices 
after a rise in the cost of Brent Crude, the 
oil markets trading standard. 

Last week both premises, run by sepa¬ 
rate operators, were selling at 106.9p for 
unleaded and 112.9p for diesel. Ablewell’s 
owner Velautham Sarveswaran said: “The 
wholesale price of oil is going up now. When 
we initially dropped our forecourt prices 


Brent Crude was at $46 a barrel, which al¬ 
lowed us to sell unleaded at 99.7p, but last 
Friday Brent reached $62 and on Monday it 
was at $58. So it’s going up at the moment 
and we have to make a living and meet out 
overheads as well.” 

Mr Sarveswaran and his wife Ananthi re¬ 
opened the town centre garage last August 
after it had been closed for about two years. 
Cornwall Garage owner Khalid Khan said: 
“We managed to keep the price at 99.7p for 
a couple of weeks, but the buying price has 
gone up really high so we’ve had to raise 
our prices too.”

Jet help for jobseekers may be stalled

A CHARITY helping jobseekers faces 
closing its branch in Darlaston unless 
funding is found to save it. 

Employment and training charity 
Steps to Work has been running for 
well over a decade, but will shut at the 
jobs, education, training (Jet) base in 
King Street at the end of the month 
due to a shortage of cash. 

The charity has helped around 
35,000 people get into work from 
branches in Darlaston, Bloxwich and 
Walsall town centre. The branch 


in King Street previously had been 
funded by the European Regional De¬ 
velopment Fund, but the support has 
now come to an end. 

It costs around £150,000 a year 
to run and funding bids have so far 
proved unsuccessful so it is facing 
closure on March 31. Steps to Work 
invested more than £35,000 itself last 
year to keep the branch running. 

Chief operating officer James Walsh 
said: “If funding is out there or invest¬ 
ment we would be more than happy 


to look at it. There is a need for Dar¬ 
laston Jet.” It offers a range of sup¬ 
port including putting together CVs, 
completing job applications and how 
to search for work. 

Although the shop will be closed to 
the public, the charity is continuing 
to bid for funds and will still pay for 
heating, power and security, amount¬ 
ing to around £12,500 a year, so that 
it can reopen immediately if funding is 
secured.

£67,000. That’s a lot of money to 
get every year, isn’t it? OK, it’s 
not the salary Wayne Rooney 
would even bother to lace up his 
boots for. But it’s still not a bad 
whack. 

MPs have argued the toss 
over second jobs and whether 
or not they should be allowed to 
do them. It all seemed to stem 
from the sting on former Foreign 
Secretaries Sir Malcolm Rifkind 
and Jack Straw over ‘cash for 
access’. 

Labour will ban all its MPs 
from second jobs. Is that really 
necessary? What Sir Malcolm 
and Mr Straw are accused of is 
using their positions as MPs in 
return for money. Both deny any 
wrongdoing. And that’s rather a 
far cry from what our MPs in the 
West Midlands do. 

Aside from a few hundred quid 
here and there for appearances 
on TV and radio programmes, 
those who make money on the 
side do it in the professions they 
held before they became MPs. 

Stone MP Sir Bill Cash, for 
example, made a tidy £25,000 
doing 70 hours work as a so¬ 
licitor. Stafford’s Jeremy Lefroy 
made considerably less doing 
a few more hours in the African 
coffee, cocoa and management 
services company of which he is 
a director. 

Property 

Some MPs have a few shares. 
Others rent out a property here 
and there. It’s not exactly the 
2009 expenses scandal is it? 
But we know about it because 
the rules require them to declare 
all this in the Register of Mem¬ 
bers’ Interests. 

Ultimately MPs have to make 
sure they do their duty and serve 
their constituents. But is it any 
worse doing a bit of work here 
and there when Parliament’s in 
recess when compared with be¬ 
ing a minister? After all, those 
MPs carrying the red boxes and 
getting driven around in the Jag¬ 
uars still have constituencies 
just like the backbenchers. 

There’s another reason, too, 
that I’d rather see people like 
Sir Bill and Mr Lefroy keep their 
hand in with their businesses.

A GROUP of around 200 of us 
stood in the driving rain on a 
cold night, but there was not a 
word of complaint. 

Most of the crowd were made 
up of teenagers, who are not 
noted for being early risers, but 
there was not a murmur of dis¬ 
sent about having had to get up 
at 3.30 in the morning. 

There is something about 
Auschwitz which puts our every¬ 
day moans into perspective. 

Last week, the Holocaust Ed¬ 
ucational Trust took a party of 
youngsters from schools across 
the West Midlands to the notori¬ 
ous Nazi death camp in Poland, 
and it was a privilege to be able 
to join them. 

Today, many of us think we are 
reasonably well informed about 
what went on, but it is only when 
you stand in the locations where 
so many people came about 
their deaths that you can possi¬ 
bly comprehend the enormity of 
it all. 

The scratch marks in the gas 
chambers, which had been 
designed to look like shower 
blocks, where the victims of 
the Holocaust would have tried 
to cling to life as they breathed 
their last. 

The masses of human hair, 
mercilessly shaven from the 
prisoners to make the lining of 
soldiers’ trousers. 

The clinical, Germanic effi¬ 
ciency, which saw every item of 
the victims’ possessions fastidi¬ 
ously sorted and steam cleaned 
before being redistributed to 
new owners who were consid¬ 
ered more in keeping with Na¬ 
tional Socialist ideals. 

It is too much to try to un¬ 
derstand how anybody’s con¬ 
science would allow them to be¬ 
have in this way, but everybody 
should visit Auschwitz at least 
once in their life.

Memorials keep

area. But by 1975 only three collieries 
remained, providing employment for 
5,200 men. 

In December 1982 the last pit - West 
Cannock No.5 - known locally as the 
‘Tackeroo’ ceased production. 

Probably the most iconic of all the 
memorials in the Midlands is the 30ft 
steel-clad sculpture of a miner holding 
a lamp and pick axe that towers over 
Brownhills. 

It was produced by artist John McK¬ 
enna and has become a fixture on the 
landscape. 

Mining was the main source of income 
for families in Brownhills until the last 
pit closed in the 1950s. 

Brownhills was a hub of the industry, 
with at least 10 working pits there at its 
height. 

The deaths of 144 men looms large 
over the history of Hamstead Colliery 
in Great Barr, where the memorial 
features an original coal tub on rails 
mounted on a brick plinth. 

The worst accident was in March 1908 
when a fire broke out in the pit, and 
though 250 men escaped, 25 perished - 
along with John Welsby, who was hailed 
a hero as he tried to save the others. 

He was awarded an Edward VII medal 
and a local road, Welsby Avenue, was 
named after him. 

For 100 years there was no visible 
memorial to the men who died, and the 
colliery as a whole. 

But the Hamstead Miners Memorial 
Trust was set up in 2002 with the task 
of raising the necessary cash. 

A replica of winding gear from the 
Walsall Wood colliery that stood close to 
the site, it was a part of a £40,000 project 
that also included sculptures of miners. 

And it has attracted interest across 
the globe - achieving exactly what Mr 
Perry set out to do. 

He said he wanted to create something 
to make people talk about the miners for 
generations to come. And it proves the 
links with our past are showing no signs 
of breaking. 


ADAM BURLING takes a 
look at the memorials that 
have helped to keep mining 
alive despite pit closures 

THEY are monuments to a by¬ 
gone era when thousands of 
men toiled for long days in col¬ 
lieries across the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire. 

And though the mining industry 
has almost died out, memorials of 
all shapes and sizes are keeping its 
heritage alive. 

Two are currently being planned in 
Staffordshire, as residents seek a way of 
paying tribute to the workers who spent 
their working lives down the pits. 

And others have already been installed 
in Walsall Wood, Brownhills, Great Barr 
and Hednesford in recent years. 

As the 30th anniversary of the end of 
the miners’ strike was marked on Tues¬ 
day, the bitter dispute between Marga¬ 
ret Thatcher and the National Union of 
Mineworkers has been at the forefront of 
people’s minds. 

Communities were torn apart by the 
closures, with men who once had no trou¬ 
ble providing for their families suddenly 
struggling to make ends meet. Organis¬ 
ers say the memorials are giving villages 
and towns a sense of identity again. 

The 55ft high replica pit head in Wal¬ 
sall Wood is believed to be the biggest 
mining memorial in the world. 

Others bear the names of former pit¬ 
men, while the Davy Lamp memorial in 
Hednesford is surrounded by engraved 
paving slabs. 

And there are also tragic tales lurking 
behind the fond memories, as scores of 
men died in accidents and disasters. 

The desire to create a fitting tribute 
has also led to a dispute in Rugeley, with 
plans for a statue in the town delayed by 
a disagreement over the location.

It has now been confirmed that the 
memorial will finally be unveiled on 
Globe Island in September. 

The significance of mining to the 
Black Country and Staffordshire can¬ 
not be underestimated, with the Can¬ 
nock Chase coalfields once supported 
48 mines and the last, Littleton, shut in 
1993. Only a pit wheel remains at the 
site now, in the shadow of the modern 
design of the Littleton Green Commu¬ 
nity School - providing a stark contrast 
between the area’s past and future. 

Council chiefs commissioned artist 


Andy De Comyn to produce four 9ft 
sculpted figures for Rugeley, to com¬ 
memorate 80 miners who were killed 
underground at Brereton and Lea Hall 
collieries. 

And in Hednesford, the final of 3,500 
bricks was laid at the Davy Lamp me¬ 
morial a year ago. 

With a museum also dedicated to the 
town’s mining heritage, Hednesford 
has plenty of pride in the role it played 
in the industry. 

In the early part of the 20th century 
there were seven pits working in the

Man assaulted partner 
in clash over karaoke 

A MAN repeatedly punched his 
partner for ‘embarrassing’ him 
when she swore during a kara¬ 
oke performance, a court heard. 

Beau Bilboe, aged 40, from Corpora¬ 
tion Street West, Caldmore, has been 
jailed for five-and-a-half months for 
the attack. 

He assaulted his partner in the back of 
a taxi, claiming she had ‘embarrassed’ him 
by swearing while they performed at the 
karaoke evening after a day of drinking, 
Wolverhampton Magistrates Court heard. 

Bilboe became violent when she declined 
his request to go back to her address at the 
end of the night, punching his victim ‘sev¬ 
eral times’ before taking her phone as he 
left the taxi. 

He pleaded guilty to assault by beating 
and theft of the phone. He was also given a 
three year restraining order preventing him 
from making any contact with his partner 
or going within 100 yards of her property. 
Bilboe breached a suspended sentence that 
had been imposed on him when he carried 
out the attack. 

The court heard that on the occasion 
which led to his suspended sentence, of¬ 
ficers had to deploy CS gas and taser Bilboe 
twice before they could arrest him, while 
he punched kicked and bit officers trying to 
reprimand him directly, before a member of 
the public got involved to help. 

The breach of his suspended sentence, 
combined with the taxi assault on February 
19, led to Bilboe being handed a 22 week 
concurrent sentence by District Judge Gra¬ 
ham Wilkinson. He said: “You chose to go 
out and get drunk all day knowing that you 
become violent under the influence. 

“Within six weeks of getting a suspended 
sentence after you punched, kicked and bit 
police officers you assaulted this poor lady 
who had the audacity to say no to you and 
the audacity to embarrass you during a ka¬ 
raoke performance. 

“You are a man whose only response to 
situations he doesn’t agree with is to use vi¬ 
olence.” Bilboe, a recovering heroin addict, 
had been suffering from depression in the 
weeks leading up to the attack, said Patrick 
Currie, defending.

Medals of bravery are an 
Arctic blast to the past 


THEY were part of the Arctic 
Convoys which bravely trav¬ 
elled the ocean to get sup¬ 
plies the Soviet Union during 
World War Two. 

Now war veterans have been 
honoured for their exploits from 
the Russian embassy. 

A special ceremony was held at Wal¬ 
sall town hall last week, which saw 
22 people from around the Midlands 
given the Ushakov Medal. 

Over four million supplies includ¬ 
ing foods and armour were delivered 
to the Russians from the UK between 
1941-45. 

Merchant ships were escorted by 
members of the Royal Navy who 
risked their lives from attacks during 
weeks of travel. 

One of them to be honoured was 
Kenneth Taylor, of Beechdale, who 
was just 18 at the time. 

The ship he was on was first tar¬ 
geted by a torpedo and then came 
under attack from a submarine, which 
saw 11 people killed. 

The great grandfather-of-two had 
been in contact with Walsall North 
MP David Winnick who helped take up 
the cause to ensure that he was rec¬ 
ognised. The 88 year-old said: “It was 
dangerous but you just got on with 
your job. You thought more about it 
afterwards.” 

Mr Winnick said: “They were very 
brave people and did their duty and 
did so recognising they were helping 
in a very important way in the fight 
against Nazi Germany.” 

Others to be honoured at the cere¬ 
mony included great-grandfather John 
Kinsella, 91, of Westgate, Aldridge, 
and Ivor Oldbury, 89, of Broad Lane, 
High Heath.

Overseas is 
key to staff 
increases 
for Manor 


WALSALL Manor Hospital has revealed it will 
look overseas to bolster staff levels as part 
of a multi-million pound recruitment drive. 

Health chiefs are poised to push ahead with £3.5m 
proposals to bring in up to 85 nurses and 35 care 
support workers. In a bid to fill the registered nurse 
positions, bosses now hope to recruit from Ireland. 


They say they are being 
forced to look further afield 
due to a nursing skills short¬ 
age in the UK. 

It comes after 100 extra 
workers have been recruited 
since last year as the hospi¬ 
tal has been faced with ris¬ 
ing numbers of patients. 

The plans will also reduce 
the need to use temporary 
workers, which is expected 
to cost the hospital £20m 
this financial year. 

Members of the board 
were recommended to ap¬ 
prove an investment in new 
nurses when they met last 
Thursday. 

Kathryn Halford, direc¬ 
tor of nursing, said: “We 
will continue to recruit lo¬ 
cally but it is unlikely that 
this will attract sufficient 
trained nurses to fill the 
number of vacancies that we 
are now able to offer. 

“We are therefore also 
looking further afield into

Ireland to promote our re¬ 
cruitment opportunities for 
qualified nurses.” 

A report to the trust board 
adds: “This level of invest¬ 
ment will ensure that staff 
are able to provide timely, 
high quality care to the 
patients within the organi¬ 
sation. The recruitment of 
staff will require a planned 
approach with support for 
staff if we recruit from over¬ 
seas. It is anticipated that 
the overseas recruitment 
will be completed as soon as 
possible.” 

The trust currently has 
around 2,500 nurses. 

Walsall Manor has been 
battling against rising ad¬ 
missions which has seen 
growing numbers of pa¬ 
tients coming from Staf¬ 
fordshire.

MEMORY LANE looks at the beauty of 
monochrome pictures, with Pete Madeley 


THE contrast between the 
beauty and degradation of 
Wolverhampton has been 
captured in a series of 
sublime black and white 
photographs. 

These pictures show how 
monochrome imagery can 
paint the city in a whole new 
light. 

In recent weeks amateur pho¬ 
tographers have sent in their en¬ 
tries to the Star Witness online gal¬ 
lery at our sister paper the Express 
& Star and these are just some 


from the pick of the bunch. Aaron 
Newell, a photography student at 
The University of Wolverhampton, 
took a series of black and white 
shots for a course project. 

He said he prefers it to colour as 
it allows the viewer to focus exclu¬ 
sively on the image. 

“Colour can sometimes be a 
distraction,” said the 22-year-old, 
who lives in Pendeford. “Different 
colours have different connota¬ 


tions, so by stripping that away you 
are left with the photograph in a 
purer form.” 

Aaron said the set, which fea¬ 
tures images of his home town, 
aims to depict the transformation 
of the once great industrial power¬ 
house into a ‘dying city’. 

One of Aaron’s pictures shows 
the former Sainsbury’s building at 
St George’s Parade, which closed 
last year. “For me this sums up 
modern Wolverhampton,” he said. 
“It was once a busy supermarket 
but now it is quiet and fairly eerie. 
It has been in the paper a lot and 
people aren’t really sure what’s 
happening with the building. I tried 
to capture that in the picture.” 

Squatters 

Another image shows the old 
steel works in Horseley Fields, the 
once bustling factory that now lies 
derelict and is inhabited by squat¬ 
ters. 

Aaron’s stark picture shows bar¬ 
ren wasteland stretching out ahead 
of the neglected building, its chim¬ 
ney stack rising prominently in the 
distance. 

“There would have been so much 
industry here back in the day,” 
said Aaron. “There are now 20 or 
30 squatters living around there. 
There’s sleeping bags and syring¬ 
es lying around inside. I wanted to

capture the view from a distance 
to include the empty space in front 
of the building. To me it’s quite a 
desperate scene and the black and 
white photograph really captures it 
in its proper light.” 

The New Cleveland Club, which 
sits opposite the former Royal 
Hospital site in All Saints was also 
captured on film as part of his pro¬ 
ject. 

The trouble-plagued venue 
closed its doors years ago and 
nowadays only its boarded up 
frontage conceals a ransacked in¬ 
terior. 

Aaron said: “I was standing by 


the old Royal site when I took this. 

It’s a really derelict part of town 
that won’t be getting better any 
time soon now that Tesco have 
pulled out. 

“The club’s sign is cracked, the 
windows are smashed or boarded 
up. For me the picture sums up the 
state of the city.” 

Rebekah Parkes, from Perton, 
was taking a stroll by the Tetten¬ 
hall pool when she captured this 
snow-covered tree using the cam¬ 
era on her iPhone. The 23-year- 
old said: “I liked the way the snow 
stopped on top of the branches but 
they were clear underneath.”

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Smuggler hid 
drug in van 

A MAN has been jailed for six years after 
being caught trying to smuggle more than 
£800,000 worth of cocaine into England in a 
lunchbox and a plastic bag. 

James Reginald Bettridge, from Walsall, 
told Border Force officers he was delivering 
furniture when he arrived on a ferry at the 
Eastern Docks in Dover. But he was found 
to have stashed white powder in five tape- 
wrapped packages in a plastic bag and a 
lunchbox hidden underneath the passenger 
seat of his VW van. Tests of the substance 
proved positive for cocaine. He was coming 
from Calais in August last year. Officers 
seized the six kilogrammes of Class A drug, 
which had an estimated potential street 
value of more than £817,000. 

They also found a CS gas cannister, com¬ 
monly used for tear gas, in a box inside the 
vehicle. The 37-year-old from Wells Lane 
was arrested on suspicion of importing Class 
A drugs and an offensive weapon. At Can¬ 
terbury Crown Court, Bettridge admitted 
the offences. Paul Morgan, director of Bor¬ 
der Force South East and Europe, said: “Our 
message to those who would consider it is 
that it’s just not worth it.”

Jail for car 
crash thief

A PROLIFIC burglar caught by police after 
crashing a stolen car into a wall has been 
jailed for nearly three years and banned from 
driving for 12 months. 

Simon Plant forced his way into a property in

But a hearing at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
heard how the 45-year-old 
was then pursued by police 
after they noticed him driv¬ 
ing the vehicle at speed. 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, said Plant continued 
driving and was followed 
by police but he then took 
a junction too quickly in 
Pleck Road and crashed into 
a wall. 

Plant, of Thickett Close, 
Pleck, ran from the scene 
before being caught after a 
short chase on foot by of¬ 
ficers. 

Mr Searle told the court 
that police realised the ve¬ 
hicle had been stolen from 
Sheridan Street and the 
items stolen during the bur¬ 
glary were found in the car. 

When his home was later 
searched, items including 
bank cards which had been 
stolen in two previous bur¬ 
glaries were found. 

The court heard that 
Plant had served jail terms 
for committing a string of 
other burglaries. Plant ad¬ 
mitted burglary, aggravated 
vehicle taking, two charges 
of handling stolen goods, 
driving a vehicle with no in¬ 
surance and driving without 
a licence. Mr Timothy Sap- 
well, mitigating, said the 
grandfather had been a her¬ 
oin user but had a determi-

nation to remain drug free 
in the future. He said using 
drugs had only brought him 
loneliness and he intended 
to leave the area when he 
was released from prison.

Jail for thief who bought three 
cars with stolen cheques 


A ‘REMORSELESS’ Walsall thief who 
bought three cars totalling more than 
£25,000 with stolen cheques has been jailed. 

Raza Rafiq, aged 35, from Pargetter 
Street, was jailed for six-and-a-half years at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

The court heard how Rafiq used the 
cheques that had been stolen from burgla¬ 
ries at Moorside Gardens, Walsall and the 
Afro Carribean Centre in Wolverhampton 
Street, Walsall in July 2013, to buy the cars. 

On three separate occasions, he visited 
a Walsall car dealership and purchased a 
Ford Focus, Vauxhall Insignia and a BMW 
1 series totalling more than £25,000. 

Rafiq then drove off the forecourt in the 
newly-purchased cars only to sell them - as 
he admitted in a police interview - to make 
a quick profit. Eventually officers caught up 


with him when the dealership discovered 
the cheques used to purchase the cars were 
stolen and an investigation was launched. 

The hapless thief was traced after he 
used his own details including his Walsall 
address to insure the cars. And when his 
house was searched, the cheque books sto¬ 
len from earlier burglaries were discovered. 

Detective Constable Roger Smith, from 
Walsall’s Investigation Team, said: “This 
was an in-depth, prolonged investigation 
with numerous victims made up of local 
businesses and innocent members of the 
public who fell victim to his deceit and lies. 

“He has left many people out of pocket 
and shown no remorse for his criminal ac¬ 
tions, the sentence can give some closure 
to the victims.” Rafiq was found guilty on 
February 16 and jailed the same day. 


Blackmailer in 
images threat 
gets three years 

A MAN who blackmailed a married woman into giving him more than 
£1,000 after they had a one-night stand has been jailed for three 
years. Nathan Walsh, aged 22, of New Invention, had sex with the 
woman and then sent her text messages saying he had naked pic¬ 
tures of her and would expose the affair. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that he carried on with the texted threats 
for more than a year, each time demanding money. Mr Timothy Harrington, 
prosecuting, said the woman, who cannot be named for legal reasons, made 
about a dozen payments before going to the police to make a complaint

Denied 

Mr Harrington said 
victim impact statement 
revealed the anxiety and 
stress she had suffered. He 
said: “She found it difficult 
to deal with this as has her 
husband. “She feels they 
have lost trust between each 
other.” 

Walsh, of Moxhull Gar¬ 
dens, New Invention, in¬ 
itially denied blackmail, 
dating between July 2012 
and September 2013, but 
pleaded guilty on the day his 
trial was due to start. 

Mrs Satvir Aujla, mitigat¬ 
ing, said he admitted his ac¬ 
tions had been stupid and he 
had been ‘young and naive’. 

She said: “He was too 
wrapped up with his own 
debt and the loss of his 
grandmother at that time.” 

Mrs Aujla said he had 
no previous convictions 
but Walsh feared going to 
prison. She told the court 
that he was now in a new 
relationship. Walsh fainted 
in the dock as Judge Martin 
Walsh handed him a three 
year jail term. 

Judge Walsh told him that 
the period of time the black¬ 
mail happened over was an 
aggravating factor, adding: 
“This was an offence that 
persisted over a period of 
time with severe psycholog¬ 
ical trauma to the victim.” 
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Farm attraction prices 
for admission may rise

ADMISSION prices for a popular 
tourist attraction will rise by up 
to 10 per cent under new plans. 

Sandwell Council is looking to in¬ 
crease the price of tickets for Sandwell 
Park Farm in a bid to raise money to 
cover the site’s running costs. 

Bosses say the move is vital to protect 
the future of the working Victorian farm 
in Sandwell Valley Country Park, which 
attracts thousands of visitors every year. 

The new fees will see the cost of a day 
ticket rise from £2 to £2.20 and family 
tickets will go up from £7.50 to £8 for two 
adults and three children and from £6 to 
£6.50 for one adult and three children. 

These are increases of between seven and 
10 per cent. 

The price of an individual six month pass 
will rise from £26 to £28 and the cost for 12 
months will go up from £35 to £38. 

The site, which is open almost every day 
of the year, includes a traditional farmyard, 
walled kitchen gardens and grade II listed 
buildings as well as a small museum and 
tea rooms. 

Income 

Council deputy leader Councillor Steve 
Eling defended the planned increases, add¬ 
ing: “Many of the services we provide like 
Sandwell Park Farm are not statutory re¬ 
quirements. Under the draconian govern¬ 
ment cuts imposed on us year on year the 
only way we can protect these services from 
closure is to raise extra income to cover 
their running costs. 

“Ideally we would not be doing this but 
the level of cuts is so great that it is make 
or break time for many services that our 
community values,” he added. 

Burial fees and charges for some leisure 
services will also rise under the proposals. 

The council is battling to meet around 
£60 million of cuts in the next two years. 

Other increases would include a two per 
cent rise for hiring some halls at West Bro¬ 
mwich Town Hall, Wednesbury Town Hall 
and Smethwick Council House. 


CLOCK enthusiasts will be turning 
back time when they descend on a 
Smethwick landmark after discov¬ 
ering a rare timepiece in the town. 

Around 20 members of The Tur¬ 
ret Clock Group of the Antiquarian 
Horological Society are planning a 
trip to study a rare clock in Smeth¬ 
wick Council House. The group says 
the clock is regarded as an impor¬ 
tant piece of history. 

Group member Jonathan Ansell, 
from Market Drayton, says the 
group believes the clock to be a 
three-train Smith of Derby flat-bed 
with gravity escapement. 

They say it was probably installed 


when the building had just been 
erected, and are hopeful it remains 
more or less as it was when first in¬ 
stalled. 

Mr Ansell says great majority of 
similar clocks have been converted 
to electric drive. The group will 
be visiting Smethwick as part of a 
spring meeting which also takes in 
Birmingham’s Jewellery quarter on 
March 21. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said: “I was really impressed 
to go into the council house to see 
the wonderful workings of the clock 
which has been part of Smethwick’s 
life for more than 100 years.”

T hat’s all folks - Waterloo 
Road is closing its doors for 
good.

Fiat has expanded its highly 
successful 500 franchise in the 
shape of the dinky 500X SUV. 

The Fiat 500X joins the crossover 
fray, offering a neat and stylish ex¬ 
tension of the 500 franchise. With a 
choice of front or all-wheel drive, some 
modern diesel and petrol engines and 
some aggressive pricing, this one’s 
going to be extremely popular. 

The front-wheel drive models will doubt¬ 
less prove more popular with British buy¬ 
ers who are about as likely to take the 500X 
off-roading as they are to send it round the 
Nurburgring. 

You’ll need to pay attention to the badg- 
ing. 

A 500X Cross Plus has all-wheel drive 
but a 500X Cross merely looks as if it does. 
This being Fiat, we get a range of excellent 
engines right from the get-go. 

The petrol engines comprise a 109bhp 
1.6-litre E-torQ and the more sophisticated 
138bhp 1.4-litre Turbo MultiAir2 unit. 

Go diesel and you’re looking at the 
smooth 118bhp 1.6-litre MultiJet II for front- 
wheel drive applications and the 138bhp 
2.0-litre MultiJet II if you want four-wheel 
drive, the latter being mated to a nine(!)- 
speed automatic transmission. The man¬ 
ual ‘boxes get six speeds, unless you’re 
looking at the entry-level 1.6-litre E-torQ 
transmission, which makes do with five 
ratios. 

Fiat has also developed 168bhp 1.4-li- 
tre and 184bhp 2.4 petrol powerplants for 
this car, both with the auto and all-wheel 
drive. 


The 1.6-litre diesel that will attract most 
footfall here in the UK is respectably brisk, 
getting to 62mph in 10.5 seconds, while 
delivering a 320Nm slug of torque. 

The all-wheel drive models aren’t de¬ 
signed to handle quite the same terrain 
as the related Jeep Renegade (which gets 
additional underbody strengthening), but 
there are tight approach and departure 
angles and reasonable 179mm of ground 
clearance that will help drivers tackle light 
rough terrain. That compares to 162mm 
you get on front-wheel drive models. 

The 4x4 500X models are also equipped 
with specific bumpers and protective 
skid plates to protect the bodywork and 
mechanicals from the rigours of off-road 
use. 

Original 

The 500X’s curvaceous roofline and win¬ 
dows is instantly reminiscent of the original 
Cinquecento. It’s certainly something we 
can imagine proving very popular indeed, 
and which will give its rivals plenty to worry 
about. 

There will always be resistance to any 
manufacturer that extends the scope of a 
retro reissue beyond that of the original 
car. 

People lambasted MINI for doing just 
this with cars like the Countryman and 
Paceman, but if the job is done well, the 
buying public does comes round. 

The 500X certainly looks the part and 
continues a long tradition of small all-wheel 
drive Fiats, so it’s not just a bit of a wheeze 
dreamed up by some kid in the marketing 
department with the ink still wet on his 
MBA certificate. 

The styling is neat and assured, it fills

Car designers call it ‘NIH’ and it keeps them 
from adopting features that work well in ri¬ 
val products until the market researchers say 
they’ve simply got to go ahead and copy. 

NIH? It stands for ‘Not Invented Here’ and you see 
it applied all the time in the car industry, as an ob¬ 
vious and workable bit of kit is rejected in favour of 
something that doesn’t work as well, but is not a copy 
of someone else’s idea. 

There is a shining example of NIH in the car on test here, 
a mid-size crossover from Lexus, the luxury arm of Toyota 
and this time aimed straight at the heart of BMW, with the X5 
clearly a major target. 

But we’ll touch on the problem later. First, let’s enjoy 
a positive demonstration of NIH, in a car that was clearly 
designed to look unlike any rival and pulls of the trick with 
great success. 

The NX (for Nimble Crossover, would you believe) is de¬ 
cidedly handsome, with a mix of slashes and curves that 
give it the dynamism of a toned athlete, muscles tensed in 
the starting blocks. 

Inside, this stand-out styling continues with a cabin that 
manages to look a bit technical - lots of switches - but 
drips with craftsmanlike touches, showing in lines of double 
stitching on the soft leather trim and convincing, if fake, alloy 
trim. 

Instant 

The NIH thinking continues in the bits of the NX you can’t 
see, with the pairing of a conventional petrol engine and 
electric motors front and rear to help out at low speed, im¬ 
proving economy and making shorter urban journeys pollu¬ 
tion free. It also provides instant all-wheel drive if the going 
gets slippery. 

Now, you may think the simple way to economy is still 
to pop a diesel under the bonnet, but lots of places where 
the NX is aiming for sales, like Japan and the United States, 
simply don’t like diesels. 

So this hybrid petrol/electric solution works for them, and 
makes a case for itself in diesel-friendly Britain, with a car 
that showed 36mpg after several hundred miles of mixed 
use. A diesel would have done a bit better, I’m sure, but 
would have made more noise while doing so. 

In fact quietness, especially on a decent road sur¬ 
face, is a strong feature of life with an NX. Passengers 
soon noticed how easily they could speak, front to rear, as 
the car whisked them along the Ml 1 at a typical motorway 
cruise. 

Adaptive 

That sort of road gave them the best of the NX’s ride, 
which is firm to the point of jiggly on poor surfaces. The 
test car came with £750 worth of adaptive suspension that 
firmed things up at the twist of a knob and made the steering 
a bit more positive, and which actually improved things on 
better roads. 

So, the NIH syndrome has pretty well worked up to 
now. There has to be something more to say, you are won¬ 
dering? 

Yes there is, in the shape of a wildly irritating touch pad 
between the front seats that you must use to work the sat¬ 
ellite navigation system (£1,995 extra) and for many adjust¬ 
ments to the sound system. 

Frankly, its hyperactive wish to outguess my finger’s in¬ 
tention drove me mad. Rival use knobs you can twist and 
push, to much better effect, but Lexus shunned that solu¬ 
tion, presumably with NIH to the fore. 

Ignore that irritant (and you might have nimbler fingers 
than me) and the rest of the car makes a good case for 
itself, especially if you want something a bit out of the main¬ 
stream. 

For your money you will enjoy a car that is conspicuously 
well put together and pretty well equipped too. 

I admired the inductive charging pad for the right mobile 
phone (no wires to connect), while a female passenger 
loved the dinky lift-out mirror by the gear selector.

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Hot-hatch 
icon reborn 
in race car 
for the road

After a five year wait, 2015 sees the arrival 
of the world’s keenly anticipated hot hatch, 
the Honda Civic Type R. Billed as a ‘race car 
for the road’, the all-new Civic Type R will set 
new standards in the high-performance front- 
wheel drive hatchback segment. 

The production version of Honda’s latest hot hatch 
icon was revealed for the first time at the 85th Geneva 
Motor this week. 

Type R vehicles have garnered a cult following around the 
world and the new model more than lives up to the high ex¬ 
pectations. A world-first application of Honda’s new 2.0-litre 
VTEC TURBO engine, aggressive function-led styling, and 
pioneering new chassis technologies combine to deliver 
one of the most immersive and rewarding driving experienc¬ 
es available in any sector. 

The new 2015 Civic Type R will be powered by the most 
extreme and high-performing engine in the 22-year history 
of the red ‘H’ badge, signalling the start of a new perfor¬ 
mance era for the Honda brand. 

At the heart of the Civic Type R is an all-new, direct-inject¬ 
ed turbocharged 2.0 litre VTec Turbo petrol engine, which 
delivers power, torque and performance figures unmatched 
in the front-wheel drive hot hatch segment. Peak power 
output is 31 OPS at 6,500rpm, and peak torque is 400Nm at 
2,500rpm - both higher than for any previous Honda Type 
R model. 

Red-lining at 7,000rpm, the engine - part of Honda’s 
next-generation Earth Dreams Technology series - features 
an advanced new turbocharger with VTec technology that 
boosts low-end torque and delivers sustained acceleration. 

The Civic Type R’s blistering performance is unmatched 
in the front-wheel drive hot hatch segment: the 0-to-1 OOkm/h 
(62 mph) sprint is covered in just 5.7 seconds - making it the 
fastest accelerating performance front-wheel drive hatch¬ 
back - and top speed, where permitted, is a class-leading 
270km/h (167 mph). 


Rewarding 

The new engine is mated to a slick-shifting six-speed 
manual transmission, safeguarding an intimate, reward¬ 
ing connection with the drivetrain, and power is directed 
through the front wheels. 

The styling changes that are unique to the Civic Type R 
give the car an aggressive, purposeful stance, yet almost 
all have a functional purpose. The sleek and aerodynami- 
cally-efficient design reflects a car developed to perform at 
speed. The focus on aerodynamics has ensured high-speed 
stability and high levels of downforce. 

To achieve this aim, the Civic Type R was subject to ex¬ 
haustive aerodynamic analysis, testing and development. 
The development team tirelessly pursued its objectives 
through computer-based CFD modelling and wind tunnel 
testing at Honda’s dedicated automotive motorsports facili¬ 
ty in Sakura, Japan; home of Honda’s Formula One engine 
development. 

A new, almost completely flat underside aids airflow un¬ 
der the vehicle and combines with a rear diffuser to optimise 
downforce - effectively ‘sucking’ the car onto the road. 

The rear wing has been reimagined from the Type R 
Concept. The structure of the airfoil - its angle, height and 
shape as well as its vertical end plates - have been care¬ 
fully engineered to optimise downforce without causing a 
significant increase in drag at higher speeds. This helps im¬ 
prove road-holding abilities, particularly through high-speed 
corners. 

A wide front splitter and deep side skirts also manage air¬ 
flow and reduce lift, while the front bumper has been shaped 
specifically to inhibit air turbulence around the front wheels, 
enhancing high-speed stability and reducing lift forces. 

To help the driver manage the Type R’s power, the car is 
equipped with a high performance Brembo brake package, 
developed specifically for the car. A number of innovative 
new suspension systems, unique to the Type R, have been 
introduced to produce rewarding handling characteristics 
and to maximise power transfer to the road. 

The new Civic Type R will mark the debut of the new 
‘ + R’ button that increases the response of various chassis 
and drivetrain systems. The result is an even more intense 
driving experience, ideal for the track and for the genuine 
sports-driving enthusiast. 

When +R mode is activated, engine responsiveness is 
heightened, with torque-mapping changed to a more ag¬ 
gressive and performance-focused setting. Steering re¬ 
ceives reduced power assistance and is therefore more re¬ 
sponsive to driver inputs, and basic damping force from the 
new four-point Adaptive Damper System is increased by 30 
per cent. This means the behaviour of the car is firmer and 
more agile for high-performance handling. 

The all-new Honda Civic Type R will go on sale across 
Europe from this summer. Full vehicle specifications will be 
announced in due course.

FOR a club just weeks from 
one of the biggest days in its 
history, smiles were thin on the 
ground in Walsall. 

This abject performance, which re¬ 
sulted in a deserved seventh home 
league defeat of the season, has the 
Saddlers looking nervously over their 
shoulders and wondering just where 
they have gone wrong. 

Manager Dean Smith, meanwhile, took a swipe 
at a section of the 5,239-crowd for their ‘sarcasm’ 
which he felt helped contribute to the wayward 
display. 

Whatever the reasons, Smith needs to finds a 
fix and quick, or a season guaranteed to be mem¬ 
orable could yet end with a sting in the tail. 

Talk of a play-off push appeared genuine just 
a fortnight ago but is now surely fanciful after 
the Saddlers fell seven points adrift of the top six. 
Many more performances like this and a relega¬ 
tion battle will instead become the reality after 
Orient - top of the drop zone - moved within six 
points of their accommodating hosts. 

Disarray 

The east London team had arrived at the 
Banks’s in apparent disarray with rumours of 
players not being paid. 

Yet they dominated the game from the first kick 
to the last and could and probably should have 
won by more than the two-goal margin earned 
through Ryan Hedges and Chris Dagnall’s sec¬ 
ond-half strikes. 

Walsall, by contrast, were simply second best 
and did not seriously test visiting keeper Alex 
Cisk until deep into stoppage time when teenage 
striker Amadou Bakayoko let fly from distance 
during an impressive cameo. 

The hosts were not helped by the absence once 
more of winger Anthony Forde following a recur¬ 
rence of his groin injury. But, by the same token, 
Smith was able to welcome back top scorer Tom 
Bradshaw and field both him and Jordy Hiwula 
in the same line-up.
